A FAIR PROPOSITION 
TO 
ALL. 
Tho following 
correspondence, 
which speaks for itself, has been 
in tho possession of tho Guardian 
for somo time, and tho recent 
ac- 
tion 
of certain 
acuto Bcpublican 
politicians 
and 
ofllco 
holders 
of 
Graham county, makes it very 
in- 
teresting to tho public at this time:

office, 
of 
Graham 
couifty, 
Arizona, 
indicato 
that 
there, aro now outstanding 
against 
our county unpaid demands to tho 
amount exceeding 
10,000 and it 
may reach tho sum 
of 
12,500. 
Tho increase m salaries of county 
officers on tho first of tho present 
3ear, leads mo to fear that within 
twelve months tho amount of out- 
standing unpaid 
demands against 
tho county will not 
bo far 
below 
18,000. 
Demands 
against 
tho 
county havo been sold recently 
at 
a discount of twenty-fiv- e 
cents 
on 
tho dollar. 
If this 
is 
true now, 
what will bo tho condition ono year 
from this timo or at tho end of our 
present terms of ofllco. 
It is a ser- 
ious matter to tho taxpayers and a 
most serious matter to us as coun- 
ty officials. 
If tho amount of un- 
paid demands constantly increases, 
of courso, just as certain 
as night 
follows 
day, 
tho 
discount upon 
outstanding demands of county 
increase propoi tionatoly . 
Instead of receiving tho salary pro- 
vided by law, 
you will only 
re-cei- 
demands against tho county 
which can bo cashed at tho timo 
for from sixty to soventy per cent 
on tho dollar, while the 
difference 
goes into tho hands of tho monoy 
lender. 
Tho official loses 
it, 
tho 
speculator gains it, while tho coun- 
ty pays it all and tho people bear 
tho burden. 
This 
is 
tho 
actual 
fact. 
Tho law known as tho 
"Classifi- 
cation Bill" was approved 
by tho 
Governor to take 
effect 
in thirty 
days from its approval, which will 
bo on tho 22nd 
of April,-- , 
to-da- 
It has 
been asserted that 
on 
ac- 
count of certain defects or matters 
touching its enrollment 
and 
final 
passage, tho law cannot 
bo entorc 
ed in tho courts. 
As that is a mat-to- r 
for futuro adjudication, I now 
suggest to each ofyou, at this timo, 
that each 
and all of us 
abido by 
tho terms of tho Classification Law 
as it now is and accept from this 
date no moro than 
tho compensa- 
tion provided by it, no matter what 
tho judicial decision may bo. 
Let 
us mutually agreo to it in advance, 
sign tho agreement together 
and 
filo it with tho propor officer, that 
it may 
be binding 
on 
all 
of us 
alike. 
It is horcby proposed that 
no ono of us mako tho reduction 
alone, but that all of us, in good 
faith, mako this concession togeth- 
er. 
Affor all it is not such a sac 
rifico as you may at first imagine 
when you considor tho great and 
rapidly increasing discount 
which 
attends tho sale of a demand 
bo-for- o 
there is monoy in our county 
treasury to meot it. 
By all of us, at this timo 
enter- 
ing into tho agreement herein pro- 
posed, it will result in a saving to 
the county during our terms of 
of-fic-o 
of about 
8,500 or 
9,000. Also 
wo can reasonably expect that at 
tho end of our present 
terms that 
our domands will 
not 
bo at tho 
great discount which we now see. 
Tho sooner wo can 
bring our 
do- 
mands to par, or tho sooner wo can 
take a step to that ond, the bettor 
it will bo for all of us, the better 
it will bo for 
tho people 
of tho 
county, 
and 
tho 
bettor 
it 
will 
bo 
for 
all those 
who 
con- 
template investing in taxable prop. 
erly ot any kind within tho county. 
There is now no election contest 
pending in tho county and wo 
can 
easily enter into this agreement, at 
this timo, of our 
own volition, 
without 
incurring 
the danger 
of 
improper 
charges 
being 
mado 
against us. 
Wo represent different 
political parties, and wo can 
enter 
into it 
voluntarily, 
without 
tho 
heat of a political canvass influenc- 
ing our act.

cept from 
tho county, if elected, 
only ono half the amount 
allowed 
in first class 
counties, it 
was 
of 
courso expected that thoy would 
accopt tho foregoing proposition 
at once, and that there 
would 
bo 
no necessity for bringing 
any 
ac- 
tion in Graham county to enforce 
tho Classification Law. 
None 
of 
tho officials addressed 
mado 
any 
response except tho county 
treas- 
urer, who returned 
tho following 
reply which indicates 
his greived 
feeling at tho timo of writing it:

It is amusing to note tho foro 
going letter and then wonder 
how 
any ono could bo responsible 
for 
Mr. 
Barnes' 
employment

night April 12th last during court 
weok when tho arrangements wore 
mado at a littlo meeting in the 
Re- 
corder's office by lamplight, which 
was attended by the County Treas- 
urer, Recorder, Clerk of tho Board 
and 
tho 
County Assessor. 
Just 
what tho terms 
of tho agreement 
woro is not known, but at that con- 
ference tho employment was mado. 
On May 2d instant tho District 
Attornoy prepared 
and presented 
to Sheriff Wight 
a 
complaint 
for 
his signature wherein Sheriff Wight 
was Plaintiff and Assessor 
Miche-lon- a 
Defendant, asking for an 
ad- 
judication of the question involved 
in

Wight for somo reason not explain-

making both Wight and Michelena 
Defendants, so that tho question 
could 
bo brought 
to 
a speedy 
hearing. 
After 
consulting 
with 
friends Mr. Wight 
about a weok 
later, filed a complaint against Mr. 
Michelena, 
somewhat similar to 
the first action 
proposed 
by tho 
District 
Attornoy. 
In tho mean- 
time tho Republican heads wore in 
communication with tho Chairman 
of the Board 
of Supervisors, 
to 
head off tho District Attorney 
in 
somo way and help tho Ropublican 
officials out of tho holo into which 
thoy had been placed. 
Without 
any poblicity 
a 
meeting of 
tho 
Board was 
secretly called, and on 
last Wednesday morning it met, as 
Chairman Hill 
said: 
"To employ 
two lawyers to lepresenttho Coun- 
ty in tho caso". 
That it was all fix- 
ed and thoy would 
do it". 
Tho 
action of a Ropublican Board hir 
ing two Republican Lawyers 
with

of January, 
1758. 
Tho 
Viceroy's 
action had been confirmed, 
accord- 
ing to Hopkins, by 
King Charles 
III., on tho 20th of January, 1772. 
Mr. Hopkins showed tho Mexican 
auinoritics wnat no claimed was a 
copy of tho grant bearing tho seal 
of tlio Inquisition 
and certified to 
by August Anthony Carilla y 
Col-lant- 
and Joseph de la Ccda y 
Do-bag- o 
as witnesses, and 
by Joseph 
do Aval as notary. 
This is certain- 
ly good prima facie evidence of tho 
cxistonco of a Peralta grant.

Mexican 
Government 
directed 
a 
search to 
bo 
mado.

ternal 
provinces."

found that in any way showed that

Mr. Hopkins wanted to

original signature of King Charles 
III., in order to

the signature on the Peralta papers, 
which he had. 
Tho Mexican 
Gov- 
ernment was obliged to inform him 
that all signatures of tho 
King 
in 
tho archives were printed, and not 
written, as appeared on tho Pcralta 
papers. 
Hopkins went away.

year later, on tho request of Secre 
tary oi oiaio iu'cungiiuyscn, 
pre 
ferred through tho 
United 
States 
Minister at tho City of Mexico. Mr. 
Morgan, the Mexican Government 
undertook another and moro thor- 
ough search for some trace of the 
Peralta grant. 
This timo Mr. Hop- 
kins appeared in company with a 
Mr. A 
Zabioski. 
Thus every possible facility was 
given for tho confirmation of the 
giant. 
The search was made,

tho report was as follows;

HOT TOO MUCH SILVER. 


Six months ago tho general 
im- - 
prcssion among tho pooplo was that 
Silver was demonetized becauso it 
was so plentiful. 
Last summer tho 
statement was mado in more than 
ono 
metropolitan 
paper 
that ailvor "has bocomo 
so 
plenti- 
ful it has ceased to bo a precious 
metal." 
Tho facts 
woro that tho 
world's production of gold in 1878 
(tho year silver was demonetized) 
Tras $06,200,000, 
and tho world's 
production of silver was 
S8r,800,-00- 
0 
(less silvor than 
gold); 
1874, 
gold $90,700,000, silvor $71,500,000 
(again 
less than 
gold), with 
tho 
game result for many years follow 
ing, viz: an 
underproduction 
of 
vsilvor as comparod with gold. 
In tho last fow ycaas by 
"statis- 
tics produced at Washington, 
tho 
world's 
production 
of silvor has 
been groator than that of gold, and
